And who are the men who have sacrificed 
so much for conscience-sake in separating 
jiemselves from the established church ol 
Scodaud ? Their enemies acknowledge it 
they are the choice minds of the Church. 
They embody much of the talent and learn- 
well as piety of the ministry of the 
Presbyterian Church in this land. They 
Drs. Chalmers, Welsh, Candish, Keith, 
mingham and Gordon, Edinburgh, Drs 
.'ill, Forbes and Buchanan, with others 
of Glasgow ; Dr. Patrick McFarlane of 
Greenock, who held the richest benefice in 
" Scotland ; and many others of dislinc- 
t, scattered through all the laud, from the 
furtherest north Ar.Solway. With them 
there adhere also some one hundred and fifty 
probationers or licentiates who would have 
been greeted by the residuary establishment, 
and at once instated in the livings now made 
vacant by the resignation of the ministers 
of the Protesting Church. 

But do the people go with their ministers? 
Of course there has not yet been time to 
prove how many of the people will go with 
the free Assembly. But it is confidently 
stated, that there will be a considerable ma¬ 
jority.

memorable Sabbath. They of 
course had no right to stand in the pulpits. 
The old asssmbly had taken care of them.— 
Some met their people in the open aif—some 
barns, while others were favored with the 
e of school houses or churches of other 
denominations kindly granted to them. 

Were it not that I see great and impor¬ 
tant principles to be maintained, the neces¬ 
sity of maintaining which the people feel, I 
should be astonished to find so many of 
era subjecting themselves to such iucoti- 
nience and pecuniary sacrifice. 

Only consider the fact, that within the 
last eight years, the. people of Scotland, at a 
of ,£300,000 have built nearly 200 
churches for themselves. Most of these 
churches were built and used by the people, 
and supplied by the ministers who have now 
left the establishment. They have left it, 
i, knowing that they must give' up these 
churches to others. 

But these are not all the trials of the peo- 
le. They cannot well furnish themselves 
-ith places of worship immediately. And 
l some instances, where a whole parish is 
the property of one man, as is often the 
case, that man is so destitute of love to the 
gospel, that he will not grant a foot of land 
for erecting a house of worship for his ' 
ants. In such cases the design is, whei 
people are near a river, or lake, or the sea, 
to prepare a boat which they can use as 
their Bethel on the Sabbath—and this de- 
n is already going into effect—or where 
s is not convenient, to prepare a movable 
it, so that if they are driven from one 
place, they can lake up the tabernacle of | 
he I.ord and pitch it in another place. 

But the spirit and promise of this move- 
Tienl may be seen irt lhe liberality of the 
jeople. Already, in ihe space of three 
months. ,£200,000 have been coniribmed 
for building churches, where the people are 
' to do it, and supporting ministers.-— 
Smne land owners have given £1000, and 
n £2000. They have to go about the 
iblisliing of a new College and Theolog¬ 
ical School and Library. And for those 
ihjects funds are corning in. Drs. Cbal- 
ners and Welsh resigned their Professor¬ 
ships, with their endowments, in the Uni- 
srsity. This, as well as every aspect in 
„hich the movement is looked at, at once 
bespeaks the noble aspect which has pro- 
moied it ; while it gives promise of great 
achievement for the moral regeneration ofj 
Scotland.

London Convention. 

Bruf outline of the proceedings, by M 
Leavitt. 

Several of the American delegates had 
prepared, with considerable labor written 
statements illustrative of the bearings and 
relations of slavery, and the progress of (he 
anti slavery cause in the U. S. It was ar 
ranged that these should be taken upon the 
secono day of the Convemion, and it was 
supposed they would properly occupy the i 
whole of one day. But so rapid was the ad-' 
vance of business, that I found myself called 
on to commence with them just at ihe close 
ol the first day’s sittings, j i presented, as 
briefly as I could, a sketch of ihe paper I 
had prepared on the'Disclosuies of ihe "-Cen¬ 
sus.’ Those who value such disquisitions, 
bought the stitement of the very first iin-’ 
portance. Many others deemed it unimer- 
esiing. I shall publish it on my return 
home. The next morning Mr. Pennington 
made a highly important communication re- 
-pecting the condition of the 386,235 free 
people of color in ihe U. S. After a most 
affecting exhibition of the disabilities and 
wrong- inflicted on them, he turned to the 
bright side of the picture, and showed the 
great improvements they were making, and 
the cheering evidences that public senti¬ 
ment was rapidly losing its hostility to them. 
This seemed tb awaken a feeling in some 
two or three men of English birth, but act¬ 
ing under American appointments, who 
showed a reluctance to allow ihe impression 
that there was any good or any prospect of 
amendment in any thing American. Mr. 
Johnston, of New York, undertook to say 
that he knew the condition of the people of] 
color better than Mr. Pennington, and con- 
radicted many of his statements, declaring 
hat the people ol color were ignorant, im¬ 
moral, and degraded, their ministers illiter- 
td incompetent,&c. The altercations 
growing out of this—ip which I did not par¬ 
ticipate—.consumed the best part of the day 
—all of which was charged, en masse, to the 
American delegation. The next day Mr. 
Phelps exhibited statistical and documentary 
proofs of the great progress which had been 

made in our churches and literary institu_ 

in regard to the treatment of free peo¬ 
ple of color, and the general subject ol slave¬ 
ry. This awakened the same spirit. J. C. 
Fuller denounced the whole American 
Iturch as ‘a cage of unclean birds,’ for 
which he was applauded by the Times—(al¬ 
ways the vilifier of our country)—as ‘an 
honest, straight forward Yankee,’ and his 
statements were commented on by the Lon¬ 
don Herald as a proof of the necessity of a 
religious establishment. This consumed the 
day in broken and unprofitable debate, at¬ 
tempting to weigh out and apportion,here in 
London, the exact measure of praise and 
blame due to every sect and individual in 
America, who happened to De named on one 
side or the other. All this, again, was duly 
charged to the American delegation. It was 
rendered more complicated and unmanage¬ 
able in consequence of an attempt, by some 
of the Society ofFriendsin England, (who 

, by far, the foremost of all in supporting 

i anti slavery cause,) to make it appear 
that the Friends in America occupied ground 
equally in advance of the other sects. The 
signal failure of this move might have produ¬ 
ced serious embarrassment, had it not been 
for the great conscientiousness and decision 
of some of the Friends. The effect was, 
that after six o’clock, P. M. of the second 
day that had been consumed on American 
affairs, the fourth topic only was reached— 
the political influence of slavery—on which 
I had prepared a comm'inication. The next, 
also—the financial effect of slavery—had 
been assigned to me. I saw there was no 
oilier way but to put them both together, in 
compre-sed and rapid extempore state- 
teiit, which was well received, and patient¬ 
ly listened to, considering the lateness of the 
hour. The next day had been assigned 
the question of the English sugar duties 
purely local affair, much like that of the 
American tariff in its bearing on slavery.but 
brought up here in consequence of an un¬ 
lucky vole passed by the Convention of 
1840, recommending the policy of commer¬ 
cial restrictions against the products of slave 
labor.

The topics were 
stated, one of which concerned the Liberty 
party-!—a d ; stinci inquiry having been sent 
hv the London committee on that sub- 
le o. Mr. Fuller insisted that this should 
L to a Committee until it had been read 
the meeting. Before this, he and others had 
virtually declared it should not come before 
,he Convention.- Some of the Quakers,who 
were afraid some of the papers might touch 
upon the conduct of the 1 early Meet.ngs tn 
America, fell in with the tdea that no paper 
could be referred unless it was read to the 
Convention. I well knew that many papers 
must and would, of necessity, be disposed » 
alter a bare reading by their mien and 
brief statement of their contents , and as Mr 
Fuller had declared there was some secret, 
Vlan-tran.’ in the motion, the Ameri¬ 
cans in the Convention resolved that no dts- 
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present a part of the mea¬ 
gre report published here, of the able and 
credible speech of Mr. Pennington, with the 
resolutions adopted hy the Convention : 

He described the condition of free per- 
of color in various places through the 
Union, viz, itt Washington, Boston, Massa¬ 
chusetts, Cincinnati, &c. showing that they 
had chapels, schools, libraries, ‘libraries tor 
females,’ &,a; proving that in the free 
Slates, their conduct in all honorable re¬ 
spects, and desire for mental, moral, and 
religious improvement, was quite equal to 
that of the white population. The illustra¬ 
tions of this point were very full, interesting 
and conclusive. Most of them, he added, 
Methodists, of the Bethel or Zion de¬ 
nominations. These congregations were 
often exclusively colored. Those who were 
Independents, Presbyterians, Baptists, Con- 
gregalionalists ami F.nisr.onaliaos. worn in 
tuiinexion with the whites. He had but one 
ibjection to them. There wero separate 
pews for the blacks ; and there was no in¬ 
tercourse hy them with colored ministers. 

Mr. Blanchard, from Cincinnati, Ohio, 
observed that there were now exceptions to 
this rule as regarded those classes of reli¬ 
gionists ; and that those exceptions, were 
constantly increasing. [Hear. 1 

The Rev. Mr. Pennington resumed. He 
observed that still, however, the public law 
was defective, and would so continue until 
the distinction ceased which secured con- 
itutional privileges to ‘ white ’ citizens.— 
The word while must be withdrawn, and 
the privileges extended to ‘ citizens,’ with¬ 
out reference to color. [Hear] He had, 
however to report some progress. The 
small State of Rhode Island had corrected 
this injustice. In its new Constitution, 
■ights were extended to all free citizens with- 
tut regard to color. [Cheers.] The judi¬ 
cial powers however, were unsoundly exer¬ 
cised. In the smaller courts thare was still 
danger where the contending parties were 
colored and white ; but in the higher courts

[Cheers.] Thus the Judges of Pennsylva¬

Report on the statements of the Rev. Sir. 

Pennington, relative to the free people of 

color in the United States : 

‘The deeply interesting statement relative 
to the large numbers of free people of color 
in the United States, who are laboring un¬ 
der many privations of a mental, moral and 
political kind, in consrquetice of the strong 
prejudice existing in the mind of their white | 
fellow citizens, has been considered hy the 
Cummitlee appointed at a former sitting of 
this Convention, and that Committee have | 
come to the following conclusions : 

1. That the people ol color being children 
of the same Heavenly Father, horn to equal 
rights, and endowed will) ihe same faculties, 
are equally capable with the w hites of mental 
and moral culture. 

2. That, notwithstanding the disadvanta¬ 
ges under which they at present labor, they They 
have made considerable advancement in civ¬ 
ilization, in knowledge,a ltd in genuine pow¬ 
er. 

3. That if the barriers which now obstruct i 
their progress were removed, they would rise 
to an equality with, any other portion of the 
great human family, in arts, in science, in 
literature, and in every thing which lends to 
elevate, ennoble, and render man happy and 
useful. 

4. It is therefore the opinion of this com¬ 
mittee,that jodiciatis and persevering efforts 
should he made hv all the friends of liberty, 
to remove llfose unjust,cruel, and sinful laws 
and customs.wliich operate as great and for¬ 
midable obstacles to the improvement of 
these oppressed and downtrodden people. 

From these considerations this Committee 
would most respectfully recommend that 
there should go forth from this Convention 
an address to all religious bodies of the U. 

S., earnestly and affectionately entreating 
them to lay aside those unlovely and un¬ 
christian prejudices which have been so 
long entertained, to concede to their coloted 
brethren their equal, social, and religious 
rights, and to dwell together with them in 
harmony and love. 

Mr. J, C. Fuller moved, and the Right 
Hon. Dr. Lushington seconded, ‘that it be 
referred to the committee who had brought 
in this report to prepare an address, as rec¬ 
ommended by them, for (he consideration of 
the Convention,’ 

The Committee subsequently reported a 
very Christian like address,which was adop¬ 
ted, and which I have no doubt, will do 
much good in our country, in breaking up 
the spirit of caste among Christians.

He had no record by him allowing their 
views on colonization, but their publicly ex¬ 
pressed opinion was their record, and '.bat, 
opinion was firm and united, totally and un¬ 
changeably, against the system ; they be¬ 
lieved it be the .handmaid of slavery. He 
would now conclude by an earnest appeal 
to the Convention. 

Men and brethren, help. Do you ask 
how you are to help us-! You can help us 
through the channel of emigration. The 
woiid is pouring in its population upon the 
shores of America. Your emigrants, in ma¬ 
ny instances, become slave-holders and man- 
haters. When your friends come lo settle 
among us, use your influence to have them 
bring right principles with them. Ameri¬ 
cans visit your countries. When they Gome 
question them on the subject of slavery.— 
Ask them how they feel towards the colored 
people. Tell them how they stand before 
the world, and ask them what they are do¬ 
ing to abulisb slavery? You visit America. 
When you go, do not forget that there is a 
certain man there who has fallen among 
thieves and robbers ! Go as good Samari¬ 
tans. Make inquiries regarding the condi¬ 
tion of the colored population, and drop a 
kind word for them ; it will have its effect 


Mr. G. Knox : ‘ That a Committee be 
ippointed, to be composed, as far us prac¬ 
ticable, of persons representing the various 
sections of the Christian church, to pre¬ 
prepare a faithful address to all who pro¬ 
fess to be the followers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, in America, and all those countries 
which slavery is yet tolerated, express- 
g the sentiments of this Convention.— 
First, on the sinfulness of slavery. Sec¬ 
ondly, on the duty of Christian professors 
to be faiififul in the use of means for put¬ 
ting an end to such crying sins. The fol¬ 
lowing to be the Committee: Rev.Thomas 
Swan. Rev. Dr. Ritchie, Rev. Dr. Camp¬ 
bell, George Knox, Samuel Bowley, Rev. 
James Carlile, W. T. Blair, James Stand- 
fieid. Rev. James Wilson, Thomas Gar¬ 
land. and Rev. J. Harding.’” 

The addiess was presented on Tuesday, 
by Mr. Samuel Bowley, of Gloucester, 
England, an influential member of the So¬ 
ciety of Friends, overseer of the meeting 
to which he belongs, and Clerk of the 
Quarter Meeting to which '.hat meeting is 
attached. It completely overpowered the 
Convention, it was so plain and faithful, so 
courteous and kind, so evangelical and dis¬ 
criminating. Many were affected to tears, 
not by the pathos of language, but by the 
wisdom and persuasiveness of the address. 
Some influential Friends, who had not con¬ 
curred in the appointment of Committee, 
through a misunderstanding and jealousy, 
lest it should interfere in some of their 
sectarian difficulties, now publicly with¬ 
drew their objections, and declared them¬ 
selves perfectly satisfied and united. Mr. 
Fuller expressed the fullest satisfaction in 
the fidelity or the address, and I think now 
cordially coalesced with the Convention. 
The address,.when published, will speak 


that so much time has been 
granted to those gentlemen who had attend¬ 
ed on this important occasion from a distant 
land to enlighten the people of this country on 
the subject of slavery. Notwithstanding ob¬ 
loquy, that had travelled, some of them, 1,- 
000 miles over land, and 3,000 miles over the 
ocean, to raise their'voieea ngaiust the atro¬ 
cious system which had prevailed in their na¬ 
tive land. [Loud cheering.) The state¬ 
ments which bad been made by these dele¬ 
gates had lieen listened to with deep attention, 
and with thankfulness to Almighty God. The 
progress whieb was making in the anti-slave¬ 
ry cause in the United States was a glorious 
triumph, for so goon as slavery was abolished 
in America, a heavy blow would be struck at 
the infamous system all over the world.— 
[Hear, bear.j 

After some allusion to the proceedings of 
the morning, the Rev. gentleman said he re¬ 
joiced with exceeding joy that forty setnina- 
naries in America hail opened their doors fur 
the admission of men of color, who would for 
the future, be enabled to avail themselves of 
the advantages of instruction in theology and 
general literature, Hitherto the American 
church had Imeu the bulwark ofslavery; with¬ 
out its co-operation it could not have existed. 
He would not enter at length into a consider¬ 
ation of the resolutions which he intended to 
iroduce, but would conclude by reading them 
Hi ts follows;— 

this Convention hereby declare* 
i the world ita deliberate and solemn convic- 
nn that slavery, in whatever form or coun- 
y it exists, is intrinsically opposed to all 
itural justice and genuine Christianity ; that 
i proportion as these exert their legitimate 
gor and influence in society, it must be de- 
royeil ; and that while the Convention deep¬ 
ly deplores the sanction or support still given 
it, either overtly or tacitly, by so many 
urelics and religious bodies, especially in 
the United States, it rejoices in the assurance 
tnnny others are bearing their public 
and deoided testimony against it, refusing to 
••• iu winmunion those who, ufler 

adtrtn i -ttfst in the justification and 

J. That, encouraged hy the progress of 
earnest sentiment and action on this subject 
the churches and religious bodies of Amcr- 
i and other countries, this Convention re¬ 
peats the tevtitnony of the Convention of 
1840—that while it disclaims the intention or 
desire of dictating to Christian communities 
the terms of their fellowship, respectfully sub¬ 
mits that it is their incumbent duty to sepa¬ 
rate from their communion all those persons 
who, after they have been faithfully warned, 
in the spirit of the Gospel, continue in the sin 
of enslaving their fellow-creatures, or hold¬ 
ing them in slavery—a sin, by the commission 
of which, with whatever mitigating circutm 
stances, it may be attended in their own par¬ 
ticular instance, they give the support of their 
example to the whole system of compulsory 
servitude, and the unutterable horrors of the 
slave trade. 

3. That this Convention, while it passes no 
judgment on the particular forms of action 
which different friends of the slave in different 
circumstances may adopt, hereby expresses its 
cordial sympathy and high admiration nf all 
those, who, in a Christian spirit and hy Cbris« 
methods, are sincerely and earnestly la¬ 
boring to purify tbeir respective religio 
nexions from all fellowship with and a 
of this heinous sin. 

The Kev. Dr. Ritchie, of Edinburgh, sec¬ 
onded the resolution, declaring hut deeply 
deploring, that the church of America was 
immersed in proslaveryism. Its bulwarks 
must he heated down or slavery could not he 
exterminated. He made no allowances for 
laymen, as they weie termed ; the ministers 
were what the congregations made them.-- 
[hear.] 

The Rev. J. Birt, of Manchester, Baptist 
minister, supported the resolution, declaring 
that sustaining slavery was sin ; that it was 
denounceil by the New Testament among the 
most heinous sins against God ; and that 
slave-holders, and congregations, and min¬ 
isters constituted of slave-owners, could not 
he viewed as and received as Christians.— 
[Hear, hear.] 

Ie hoped the spirit of these resolutions 
uld extend further than the slave bolding 
churches, ministers, and congregations ; that 
hey would be viewed as denouncing slavery,by 
whomosever practiced, enforced, or cuiintennn- 
;ed. He considered that prejodice against col- 
>r was wicked astlie slavery of the South, and 
therefore held, that any minister or proiessor 
of religion, who refused to associate with col¬ 
ored people, was unworthy of being regarded 
brother. [Hear, hear.)

Texas. 

The morning of the last day’s sitting was oc- 
copied with ihe subject of Texas. The recent 
occurrences connected with the project for 
rendering Texas a free State, were slated by 
Mr. Phelps. George Stacey, Esq.,of London, 
stated the result of a recent interview on the 
subject by gome gentlemen, with Lord Aber¬ 
deen, the British Secretary for Foreign Aff- 
' s : 

‘Mr. Staccv, said, these documents being of 
such recent date, and of so much interest, they 
had deemed it right to submit them to the Gov¬ 
ernment, and they had, iherefore, on Monday 
afiernoon, sought and had an interview with 
mr Foreign Secretary, the Earl of Aberdeen. 
His lordship wag besought to use all practica¬ 
ble mid becoming influence to accomplish the 
abolition of slavery in Tesas. His lordship ex¬ 
pressed his willingness so to act, and the deep 
interest the Government took in the [question, 
hut observed that they felt themselves some¬ 
what similarly situated regarding that country

the blessing of God, do much to arouse ; a9 they were with Spain. Such being the fact, 
Christian people among us, who profess to lit would be impossible for the Government tp 
be abolitionists, and bring them out of their I interfere otherwise than diplomatically ; it 





eould only proceed through authorized agen¬ 
cy. by the customary means and organs. They 
eould not in any way countenance any under¬ 
hand means. This was his impression of the 
Earl of Aberdeen’s representation to them.— 
Perhaps it wotdd be unnecessary to 
regarding such intetview. It was gratiiying to 
find the Foreign Secretary so desirous of doing 
" 'n his power officially, to exterminate slave¬ 


ry. It would be best for that Convention, and 
those connected with them, to lose no oppor¬ 
tunity of promoting the extermination of slave¬ 
ry in Texas, as elsewhere, and to secure the 
co-operation of our Foreign Secretary when¬ 
ever they could. £Hear.’] 

I gave a brief synopsis of a paper I had pre¬ 
pared on lire subject, concluding with express¬ 
ing my view of the uncertainty and danger in¬ 
cident to the recent movement. Mr. Lewis 1 
Tappan followed, and after some discussion, 
the following resolutions were adopted :— 
‘That in the deliberate judgment of this Con¬ 
vention, the annexation of Texas to the U. S. 
would be used by the slave holding power of 
tire South, for the purpose of extending the in¬ 
ternal slave trade, and of perpetuating slavery 
on the American continent; that it is, there¬ 
fore, most earnestly deprecated by this body .a 
one of the greatest calamities which could be 
fall the humau race, and ought to bt strenuous, 
ly resisted by all the friends of justice and 
freedom, on both sides of the Atlautic, by 
ery available and legitimate means. 

That tb:s Convention, liaviag learned from 
various sources, that a lively interest is awa¬ 
kened and gathering strength throughout Tex¬ 
as, in favor of emancipation, as essential to the 
prosperity and happiness of that State, is per¬ 
suaded that the British Government, which has 
already recognized its independence, might at 
this moment, render the most important aid 
and encouragement to the cause of human lib¬ 
erty mid happiness, by giving countenance 
sanction to the efforts of those who are s; 
gling to terminate slavery in Texas, and consti¬ 
tute it a free State ; and this Convention ear¬ 
nestly recommends to the Committee of the 
British and Foreign Anti Slavery Society to 
consider how they may best serve this cause, 
and especially memorialize the noble Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs on the subject, and to as¬ 
sure him that any measure which the Govern¬ 
ment, in its discretion may adopt for the pro¬ 
motion of the abolition of slavery in the repub¬ 
lic of Texas,and which may not he at variance 
with the principles of this Convention, will 
meet with the very cordial support of the anti 
slavery bodies. 


Testimony of Respect to Mr. Adams. 


Testimonials of respect had been, at differ¬ 
ent times, adopted by the Convention, for 
Thomas Clarkson, William Allen, Sir Thom¬ 
as Fowall Buxton, and others, and I was de¬ 
sirous of an opportunity to perform a similar 
act of justice to our own veteran defender of 
JUSTICE. !t did not seem expedient to 
push this matter forward Iby itself, because I 
found so few, even of intelligent and devoted 
abolitionists, who were familiar with the pro¬ 
gress of the cause in America, or with the 
grand events in which Mr. Adams had borne 
a leading part, f dually concluded that if I 
was allowed an opportunity to speak on the 
subject of Texas, 1 would then state, briefly, 
some of the services he has rendered, and see 
how it was received, and act accordingly. By 
a most extraordinary coincidence, just ns I had 
come to that part of my brief where I had 
marked a reference to Mr Adams, f was in¬ 
terrupted by loud cheering, such as I knew 
could not.he elicited by any thing I bad said, 
and on turning round, who should I see enter¬ 
ing the hall, hut Lord Morpeth, who had not 
before attended our meeting, f immediately 
said I was most happy to he thus interrupted, j 
because the very next point I was to touch 
upon was the one of all others I Imd particu¬ 
larly wished to speak of in the hearing of the 
noble lord who had just taken his seat. I had 
seen Lord Morpeth sitting hour after hour and 
day after day in the Hull of Representatives 
at Washington, watching with apparently the 
deepest interest the transaction to which I 
was about to allude. I then described, in ns 
few words as I could, the determination with 
which Mr. Adams entered upon the duty, at 
every hazard, of breaking the charm in which 
tne slaveholders had spell-hound the nation, 
the consequent trials and persecutions to 
which he was subjected, and his triumphant 
success in averting the calamity of a general 
war. It was received with much enthusiasm 
by the Convention, and as soon as the busi¬ 
ness of Texas was disposed of, the following 
proceedings, as briefly recorded in the Re¬ 
porter, seemed to be a spontaneous and merit¬ 
ed response of the w hole meeting. 

The Rev. T. Scales said the name of a 
man has been mentioned, standing prominent 
in this glorious cause—a name dear not only 
to America, hut to every nation in which free¬ 
dom is valued—John Quincy Adams. (Ap¬ 
plause.) I feel it would he a most appropri¬ 
ate sequel to the resolutions just adopted to 
propose a vote expressive of our esteem and 
gratitude to that hold assertor of the rights of 
humanity. (Great cheering.) Mr. Scales 
was about to propose the resolution, when 
the Convention unanimously called for 

Lord Morpeth, who came forward amidst 
enthusiastic and long continued cheering.— 
His lordship said, I cannot deny myself the 
privilege which your kindness has afforded me 
of my name going forth as the mover of the 
resolution. (Cheers.) 1 consider the motion 
I am to submit the most proper one for this 
Convention to adopt. (Applause.) It has 
been my privilege to see Mr. Adams stand un¬ 
daunted by difficulties—difficulties that might 
well daunt a man of feeble intellect and less 
courage. (Great cheering.) His lordship, 
after pronouncing a glowing and eloquent eu-[ 
logium on Mr, Adams, proposed the follow- 1 
ing resolution, and resumed his seat amidst 
great cheering : “ That this {Convention 

views with eager interest the important posi¬ 
tion relative to the cause of human freedom | 
now held by the venerable John Quincy Ad¬ 
ams, formerly President of the United States, 
and while admiring the moral heroism with 
which he has thrown himself into the breach, 
we will not cease our prayers to the Giver of 
all good gifts, that his hands may be strength¬ 
ened for the great work to which be has giv¬ 
en himself, and that his valuable life may be 
mercifully prolonged until be shall witness the 
abolition of slavery, not only in his own coun¬ 
try, but tbrougout the world.” 

The Rev. T. Scales seconded the resolu¬ 
tion. 

The Rev. Mr." Leavitt bore testimony to 
the earnestness of Mr. Adams in this cause, 

It was for that only that he seemed desirous to 
live. Though seventy-six years of age, he 
was indefatigable in the performance of his 
duties ; he was the first in the bouse, and the 
last to leave it. If his health and life were 
spared, he would continue the struggle for 
the extermination of slavery. He (Mr. L.) 
had received a letter a lew days before he left 
America from Mr. Adams. He would read 
it. It was as follows: —

. i’ll tell you, friend, what is the reason; 
because ‘Charily begins at horns,’ and we 
have ‘neighbors' towards when we may 
‘exercise our benevolenceand if you 
hare not a sufficient quantity ol'information 
nor principle to prevent you Iron repealing 
these old stale objections, whtek never cqn- 
tained two grains of consistency, and which 
have been answered a thousand limes, you 
are one of the objects of our benevolence.— 
We wish to enlighten you and all others 
who embrace yonr views,and produce a cor- 
e of public opinion here, which will 
affect the south.

~en) for mistresses.’ 

At one stage of the conversation Ire de¬ 
clared slavery to he right, and a condition 
best adapted to the negroes who were degra¬ 
ded and incapable of improvement ! 
another time he pronounced slavery ar 
~ great evil, but emancipation a still greater 
ire. At one time he complained of the 
abolitionists for staying at home and med¬ 
dling with what they knew nothing about 
and said souihern men could make then 
wn laws and do their own abolition. Again 
he scolded about them, because they were 
only making a great louse about slavery’s 
being a great evil, which every body knew, 
and still would’nt tell how it could be got 
rid of, which was the very thing the slave¬ 
holding countries wanted to know- ! and 
, he complained that it the French 
government did not soon interfere in behalf 
of the planters in Gaudaloupe, slavery would 
abolish itself, which he seemed to think 
would be the greatest evil which could befal 
ihe island.

The London Convention. 

The interesting and important matter we 
are publishing from that convention, can¬ 
not fail of being read by all.

The Baptists and Slavery. 

The war with slavery, in this denomination 
through its Foreign Mission Board, is still 
kept up. The “ neutrality ” of the Board, as 
such, does not satisfy the slaveholders, but 
they require that its members shall take no 
part, at least publicly,ia the antislavery cause. 
Last year Rev. Baron Stow, a member of the 
Board presided in an antislavery meeting in 
Boston, and the news of this reaching the 
south, the Ex. Com. of the Geo. Baptist Con¬ 
vention addressed a letter to Dr. Sharp, of 
Boston, making iuqfliries about this matter, 
and seeking to learn how much of an aboli¬ 
tionist Mr. S’.ow was. There was also a long 
ipiriied discussion in that Georgia Conve 
n respecting their further adherence to 
Board, hut the side in favor of the reltui 
finally prevailed. Still, the Christian Index, 
a Geo. Baptist paper, allhough approving the 
decision of the convention, says, “ If a 
her ofthe Board becomes a member of i 
ety whose openly avowed object is to uphold 
or put down slavery, he actually abandons his 
neutrality. It is in vain to tell us he is neutral

There is 
that Baptist Board with slaveholders as mem¬ 
bers and officers, the funds obtained in par!
